Valentine enters ^ followed at cautious dijiance by 
Hugo, who puts down a bafket containing fome cord- 
age, fruits^ and a fiajk, and feems very anxious to be 
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di/mi£?a—V ALE^TiviE, in dimbjhew, charges kifft 
with a token for Eglantine and the King, and re- 
commending himfclf to heaven^ takes his way into the 
thicket. 

Hugo, being left alone^ jeems terrified, and as much 
afraid to go iack, as to fil/ov) Valentin — looks 
warily about him, hears a noife, and runs to the cave for 
fhelter — a roar is heard from the cave, Hugo injlantly 
returns runnings mofl whimfically terrified, and purfued 
hy Orson— Hugo throws his cloak at the wild man,

has another fhield at his back, which he immediately 
ufes, Jligbtly wounds Orson toith the point of bisj-^ord^, 
at which be^^ enraged^ looks round for a weapon^ pulls 
up a young tree by the roots ^ and ufes it as a club. 

A fierce combat enfues — Valentine, bfbis lightnefs and 
&£livityy efcapes many dreadful blows ^ aimed at bim by
